William Lewis, director of 
Southern Illinois University’s co¬ 
operative fisheries research lab¬ 
oratory, tells why. He concludes 
that bass grow fast in new res-, 
ervoirs or lakes because there 
is a large amount of easily 
tatchable food for them. These 
prime “forage organisms”—tad¬ 
poles. bullfrogs, crayfish and 
certain sunfish—may be virtually 
eliminated by the bass within a 
few yearij- 

When this happens regular 
feeding is also eliminated and 
bass growth slows; meanwhile, 
other species survive and pros¬ 
per, worsening the overall feed¬ 
ing condition. 

Lewis feels that these emdi- 
itons are the No. 1 determinant 
of a lake's production limit, and 
that only about iSO to 200 pounds 
of fish per acre can survive un¬ 
der these circumstances. 

He says, though, that with 
artificial feeding the limit can 
go to between 1500 and 2000 
pounds. If tlte choice food is 
there and catcbable, bass will 
grow large; if it is not there, 
there will be 150 to 200 pounds 
of bass or bluegill or whatever 
D:i the same acreage, but each 
fish will be smaller.

occurs when bluegill multiply to 
the detriment of bass growth, is 
to make the bluegill more vulner-

1966 Mineral Productltm 

Df. John C. Frye, chief of the 
Illihois State Geological Survey, 
in an interim report to the Board 
of Natural Resources and Qon- 
servacion, said that estimmed 
mineral production-in Illinois to¬ 
taled $610 million in 1966. This 
figure compares favorably with 
the range of the last three years 
and is within three per cent of 
the all-time peak of $631 million 
of 1962. 

The 1966 value of mineral fuels, 
coal and crude oil produced in 
Illinois is estimated to be about 
$408.5 million or approximately 
67% of the total value of all 
minerals produced.

A one-quarter cent per half 
gallon drop in price paid to the 
dairy farmer for rough milk by 
milk proces.sers will not reduce 
current retail prices in the Quad- 
Cities, a commercial dairy 
spokesman said today.

As brought out at a conference between Ven¬ 
ice and state officials in Springfield last week. Illi¬ 
nois has a duty to take three steps regarding the 
Broadway underpass: 

1. Reopen the Illinois Commerce Commission 
underpass case to set new cost figures to be borne 
by the railroads, the city and state. 

2. Add the underpass to the Illinois Highway 
Division's 1967 construction schedule. 

3. Rule out any design changes and enforce 
the three-way agreement of mid-1965 unless the 
railroads indicate willingness to increase their un¬ 
derpass financing and avoid creating any 'further 
obstacles. 

In brief, tbe railroads using tracks crossing 
Broadway cooperated with Venice in planning a 
badly-needed grade separation and were listed as 
contributing $180,000 in the 1965 ICC order. 
This came after years of negotiation. Later, with¬ 
out advising the city or the ICC. the Norfolk & 
Western proposed an extra rail spur; Gulf. Mobile 
ft Ohio sought a walkway between its tracks and 
the New York Central suggested additional drain¬ 
age facilities, all adding to the eventual cost of 
building the underpass. 

The improvements may have merit but it is 
noteworthy that they were not brought up until, 
after a maximum had been set on the railroads' 
share of the cost;'all other funds must be provided 
by the city and stale. 

Nor did the state help matters by taking no 
official cognizance of the proposed changes and by 
omitting the whole project from its 1967 high¬ 
way schedule. 

Venice has acted in good faith, setting aside 
$450,000 as its share and preparing detailed en¬ 
gineering plans for the approaches and ramps. The 
other parties to the project should act in equally 
good faith. 

State agencies have an opportunity and obli¬ 
gation to get the "derailed” Venice underpass 
plan "back on the track." Immediate action is im¬ 
perative.

Public Awaiting Adoption of 
Ward Rodistricting Jan. 23 

Failing to get the eleventh vote needed to 
obtain immediate final action <ni new ward bound¬ 
aries, the Granite Cky council did the next best 
thing Monday night by voting 10-6 to place its re¬ 
districting ordinance on first reading. 

This sets the stage for adoption at the next 
council session on Monday, Jan. 23. A majority 
vote is needed at that time and is assured if the 
aldermen supporting redistricting this week do so 
again next week, and if opponents' delaying tactics 
again are thwarted. 

Aldermen voting to equalize ward population 
Monday night were Clyde Boyd and Roy Poulos of 
the Third Ward. Paul Rutledge of the Fourth 
Ward. Walter Nonn and Steve Basarich of the 
Fifth Ward. Richard Fry and Gerald Parmley of 
the Sixth Ward. Gene Sternberg of the Seventh 
Ward and Farl Thompson and Ford Johnson of 
the Eighth Ward. 

Those favoring retention of present wards 
were Charles Moerlien and William Dallas of the 
First Ward. Sam Whitmer and Edmund Bartosiak 
of. the Second Ward, Claude Green of the Fourth 
Ward and R. E. Robertson of the Seventh Ward, 

As has been pointed out. the ward proposal^ 
is not perfect but does offer a big improvement 
toward equalizing representation. 

By taking effect in time for the April 1967 
municipal election, the plan gives aldermen a 
voice in setting the new boundaries. There is no 
doubt that the present drastic variance in ward 
size can be challenged, with courts then dra'wing 
the boundary lines, if the city fails to do the job 
itself. 

Because of the time element—the next meet- 
' ing after Jan. 23 is Feb. 6, several days past the 
redistricting deadline—any attempt at delay next 
week would constitute an effort to prevent Gran¬ 
ite Cityans from obtaining improved ward equaliza- 

The clear need is a favorable vote to adopt 
the redistricting ordinance. All eyes will be on 
next Monday's council session. 

Prompt Action Essential to Clarify 
Township Election Procedures 

Because of the Feb. 7 township nominating 
caucus date and the Feb. I 3 deadline if candidate 
petitions are accepted, it is unfortunate that the 
Illinois legislature may not act on a bill clarifying 
township election procedures until early February. 

Citizens and prospective candidates are going 
through a period of confusion and uncertainty that 
should not be allowed to continue. 

A vital right—the ability of independent can¬ 
didates to seek public office—is in jeopardy in 
Chouteau. Venice. Nameoki and other townships. 

Adding to the problem is tbe tiniing: a state 
legal interpretation that Democratic and Republi¬ 
can caucuses must be held to choose township can¬ 
didates was not given until three days before the 
start of the 1967 filing period. 

Delay until "early February" may prevent in¬ 
dependent candidacies regardless of the content of 
the clarifying bill, since some town clerks are re¬ 
fusing to accept petitions and the filing deadline is 
fast approaching.

This column of questions emd 
answers on federal tax matters 
is provided by the local office of 
the U. S. Internal Revenue Serv¬ 
ice and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column 
answers questioas most frequent¬ 
ly asked by taxpayers: 

Q. I worked last summer to 
earn mwiey for college but made 
. less than $600. How can I get 
back what was withheld from my 
pay for inewne tax? 

A, File an income tax return 
to obtain a refund of any income 
tax which was withheld from 
your wages. 

The card Form I040A may be 
the best, as well as the easiest, 
for you to use. 

Drni’t forget to put your Social 
Security number oq the return 
and attach your W-2 Form. The 
W-2 shows how much was with¬ 
held. 

Q. Has there been any change 
in the income tax rates for 1966? 

A. No, An.indivlduars income 
for 1966 is taxed at the same 
rates in effect ^the preceding 
year. 

Tax Forms Available 

Q. When- will I get my tax 
forms in the mall. 

A. Distribution of the 1966 tax 
forms should be completed early 
in January. 


Fonns will also be available at 
IRS offices as well as at many 
banks and post (rfflces. 

Q. Is a Social Security pension 
taxable? 

A. No it is not. 

Q. When can I expect to gel 
my W-2 from my employer? 

A. Employers are required to 
issue Form W-2 by tbe end of 
January but many« do so earlier. 

Gasoline Tax Chart 

Q. Can anyone uee the figures 
for state gas tax deductlois that 
are given in the 1040 instruction 
booklet? 

A. These figures are provided 
as a convenience for those tax¬ 
payers who deduct state gasoline 
tax when they itemize deductioos. 
If you are entitled to claim this 
deduction, then you may use the 
table instead of doing Ae calcu¬ 
lations yourself. 

Q. It my wife and 1 flle sep¬ 
arately instead of jointly, can 
one Itemize while tbe other 
uses the standard deduction? 

A. No. MaiTled couples filing 
separate returns must handle 
their expenses die same way. 
If one itemizes the other must, 
too. 

Married couples filing sepa¬ 
rately must also take the same 
type of standard deduction. If 
one takes the minimum standard 
deduction, they both must take it.
